BP HEREE From the" itlcers BE “the” garrilon to 
their refpective friends. By thefe, advice is received of part 
of the Spanith fleet being returned to Cadiz from Algiers, af- 
ter bombarding the city for feveral days, and laying a confider- 
able part of it in afhes. The Dey; during the bombardment, 
obliged the Chriftian flaves to work on the breaches made by 
the artillery and bombs, amidft thowers of fhot, and in fight of 
the Spanith fleet, which neverthelefs continued the attack with- 
out remiflion, frequently fetting fire to ‘the city in five or fix 
places at once. ‘The Spaniards, however, did not think pro- 
per to land, and only once made a difpofition for that purpofe, 
when the countenance kept up by the Moorith troops obliged 
the boats to return to the fhipping. ‘The lofs of the Moors is 
f{uppofed to have been confiderable, as they expofed themfelves 
in whole troops to the fhot of the fleet, and gave feveral in- 
ftances of the moft daring valour, but, fortunately for the Spa- 
piards, their ignorance in working the great guns rendered their 
moft. formidable batteries of little efficacy, which otherwife 
might have made great havock among them. ‘ 

By the figning of the Definitive ‘Treaty yelterday, we thall 
have all our Weft India iflands reftored to us before Chriftmas, 
it being agreed in the Preliminary Articles, that all places ta- 
ken during the war -fhall be given up again within three months 
after figning the Definitive Treaty, and as much fooner as can 


~ be effected. 


Yefterday a full Court of Directors was held at the Eait- 
India Houfe, Leadenhall-Street, in order to complete the taking 
up thipping for the Cempany’s fervice, when ‘they agreed for 
four new, and eleven ather thips with their old owners, 

Advices are received from Lifbon, of a thip being arrived 
in the Tagus, from Goa, whitch place fhe left the 26th of 
March laft. Att that time the garrilon was put by the Gover- 
nor under the {tricteft difcipline, as the natives of India were 
exceedingly troublefome, and threatened that fettlement ; they 
were daily in expe€tations of a reinforcement from Europe. 
The Britith fleet ‘from Bombay paft by that place the 2t{t of 
March, and were joined by three men of war of the fame na- 
tion, which had been there for a repair ever fince the month of 
December. The fleet confifted of near twenty fail ; and Sir 
Edward Hughes continued to command, having had no news 
of the Cato of 50 guns, which failed with Admiral Hyde 
Parker from England in O@ober aft. ‘The feet never brought 
to, but kept on their voyage to the Coromandel coat, where 
they expected to find Suffrein, who‘e ftrength was not, by any 
means, certainly known. 

The Eatt- India pes are making their returns this year 
to Europe with very great fuccefs ; befides the two fhips that 
are jait come home, intelligence is arrived of fix other of the 
Company’s fhips being all fafe at St Helena.
